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CONSTITUTION. 


I. 

This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Nova  Scotia  Yacht  Squadrox  and 
>.  3  .  b]8cts  shall  be  to  promote  Yacht  building-  and  sailinp-  in  this  Province,  and  to 
cvice,iirage  its  members  in  becoming  proficient  in  navigation,  in  the  personal 
ii^anagcnent,  control  and  handling  of  their  yachts,  and  in  all  other  matters  ner- 
■^-'in.ng  to  seama/ishin.  ^ 

II. 

_  The  Officers  of  Hie  Squadron  shall  consist  of  a  Commodore,  Vice-Commodore 
Kear-Lommodore,  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  ' 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commodore  to  preside  at  all  meetino-s,  to  take  com- 
mand of  the  Squadron  and  to  call  Special  Meetings  whenever  he  may  think 
necessary,  or  at  the  request  in  writing  of  at  least  fen  members. 

In  the  absence  of  the  (^mmodore  the  Vioe-Commodore  "shall  discharo-e  his 
duties,  and  in  the  absence  of  both  the  Commodore  and  Vice,  the  duty  shall  fall  or 
the  Kear-Commodore. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  true  record  of  all  proceedin<rs  of 
the  Squadron ;  a  correct  roll  of  members  together  with  the  date  of  their  election  • 
a  register  of  the  lachts  belonging  to  the  Squadron  ;  to  notifv  each  member  elect 
ot  Ins  election ;  to  notify  each  member  of  every  meeting,  to  conduct  all  the   cor- 


ri'spoiidcnco  of  the  Sijiiadroii  ami  to  take  ehar<re  of  the  books,  records  and  papers. 
It  sliall  be  the  Treasurer's  duty  to  collect  all  dues  and  assessments,  pay  all  bills, 
contracted  by  the  Squadron  and  passed  by  the  Comniitietfof  Maniag-ement,  keep- 
ing- a  correct  account  of  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose.  lie 
shall  de})osit  all  tlie  Funds  of  the  Squidron  as  received,  subject  to  Art.  XI.,  in  a 
l)rink  to  bt^  approved  by  a  meeting-  of  the  Squadron,  and  all  cheques  drawn  shall 
be  countersio'iied  by  one  of  tlie  Flag-Ofhcers,  and  he  shall  be  liable  to  account  for 
the  same  whenever  feo  required  by  the  Committee  of  Management. 

III. 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Management  composed  of  the  Flagf-Officers, 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  cj-  >/fido,  and  five  members,  of  whom  at  least  three 
shall  be  yacht  owners,  who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  It 
shall  be  their  duty  to  audit  all  accounts  and  to  approve  all  debts  of  the  Squadron 
before  thes>'  are  p  lid  ;  to  examine  all  proposals  for  membership  and  report  on 
approved  names,  and  to  make  an  AnnupJ  Report  concerning  tlie  condition  and 
finances  of  tlie  Squadron  and  such  other  matters  as  they  may  think  proper,  at  the 
Annual  Meetinu*. 


IV. 


The  olhcers  named  in  Art.  II.,  (except  the  Commodore)  shall  be  elected  by 
balhjt  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  each  election  to  be  by  a  separate  ballot. 
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V. 

The  name,  address  and  profession  of  any  gentleman  who  wislies  to  become  a 
member  of  the  Squadron,  together  witli  the  names  of  his  proposer  and  seconder — 
who  must  be  members— must  be  sent  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  at  least  ten 
days  previous  to  a  meeting— whether  special  or  regular- of  the  Squadron,  and  be 
by  him  submitted  to  the  Committee  of  Management  for  approval,  and  when  so 
approved,  inscribed  in  a  book  in  regular  order  as  received.  At  least  one  week- 
previous  to  said  meeting,  a  list  of  candidates  containing  all  tlie  particulars  above 
mentioned,  shall  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  each  meu»ber,  and  a  vote  by  ballot 
taken  at  the  meeting,  when  one  black  ball  in  sp.ren  shall  exclude.  Any  candidate 
who  has  been  twice  black-balled  shall  not  be  again  eligible  for  proposal. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  Province,  the  Admiral  C'ommanding  on  the 
Station,  the  General  Commanding  the  Imperial  Forces,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Halifax,  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  and  the  Flag-Officers  and  Secretary  of 
all  Ptoyal,  Recognized  and  Foreign  Yacht  Clubs,  extending  the  same  courtesy 
to  warns  the  Flag-OtHcers  and  Secretary  of  this  Squadron,  shall  be,  together  with 
any  gentlemen  balloted  for  (in  accordance  with  Vrt.  V.,)  as  such.  Honorary 
Members  of  th^  Squadron  and  entitled  to  all  privii*  jes  except  voting  at  meetings 
or  ballotting  for  members. 
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VII. 

Omcers  of  IL  M.  Army  and  Navy  and  of  all  Koval,  Reco-nized  and 
I  oreig-n  \  aclit  Clubs,  extendinof  the  same  courtesy  tc  members  of  this  Squadron 
shall  be  admitted  on  payment  of  the  Annual  Subscription,  after  havinrr 
passed  the  ballot,  and  any  such  gentlemen  owning  yachts  shall  become 
entitled  to  vote  on  all  questions  when  a  vote  by  yachts,  as'  hereinafter  provided 
tor,  IS  called  for.  "  / 

VIII. 

There  shall  b  3  Four  T^egular  Meetings  of  the  Squadron  in  each  year,  to  le  held 
as  follows:  lirst,  the  Annual  Meeting  to  be  held  on  the  third  rhursdmi  of 
Jnnnan,:  the  second  on  the  third  Thvrsdm/  o^  April:  the  third  on  the  third 
J/mfsdai/  of  Juit/ ;  and  the  fourth  on  the  third  rhvrsdmj  of  October. 

IX. 

At  Meetings  of  the  Squadron  ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  and  at 
bommittee  Meetings  three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum 

X. 

Upon  a  proposal  to  alter  the  time  allowance,  rule  of  measurement,  classification 
ot  yachts,  or  any  other  question  exclusively  affecting  yachts,  the  vote  shall  be 
taken  only  by  yachts,  that  is  the  owner  or  owners  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for 
each  yacnt Owners  may  vote  by  proxy,  but  such  proxy  must  be  in  writing  and 
shall  be  vahd  only  for  the  meeting  for  which  i;  is  given.     Whenever  a  vote  by 
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vachta  is  called  for,  the  Secretary  shall  call  the  nomo  of  each  yacht  enrolled  in  the 
Squadron,  and  its  vote  shall  be  called  viva  voce,  or  by  ballot,  if  ordered. 

XI. 

The  Squadron  shall  incur  i;o  uebt  that  cannot  be  met  by  funds  in  the  hands  of 
the  Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  deposit  ten  per  cent  of  all  moneys  paid  in  to  him  in  a  bank 
to  be  approved  by  a  meeting  of  the  Squadron,  to  the  credit  of  the  Squadron,  and 
all  such  deposits  shall  constitute  a  Reserve  Fund.  No  pai.  of  ^his  fund  shall  be 
appropriated,  unless  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  menihi  -;  present  at  the  meeting-, 
and  at  least  ten  per  cent  of  the  amount  of  the  fund  a.,  the  time  such  appropriation 
is  voted,  must  remain  in  the  bank  to  the  credit  of  the  Squadron.  Such  appropria- 
tion shall  not  be  drawn  :fave  by  a  cheque  signed  bv  the  Treasurer  and  counter- 
signed by  one  of  the  Flag-Officers.  The  account  of  this  fund  shall  be  kept 
separate  from  the  general  accoimt  of  the  Squadron. 

XII. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  bv  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
present  at  any  jeg-ular  meeting,  provided  always,  that  the  proposed  amendment 
shall  be  submitted  in  writing  a,t  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Squaaron  next  pre- 
ceding that  at  which  it  shall  be  voted  upon,  and  that  a  copy  of  the  amendment 
!=hall  have  been  sent,  along  with  the  notice  calling  the  meeting,  to  :ach  member. 
The  alteiation,  if  voted,  sji^U  come  into  force  at  the  next  Annual  Mee'^ing.

After  providing  for  the  Reserve  Fi  nd  and  the  necessary  current  expenses,  the 
funds  of  the  Squadron  shall  be  annually  appropriated  to  Prizes  to  be  sailed  for 
by  Yachts  belonging  to  members. 


III. 


The  Annual  Subscription,  pavable  by  each  member,  shall  be  $10  and  entrance 
fee  $5. 

Tlie  entrance  fee  and  annual  subscription  of  every  candidate  for  membership, 
approved  of  by  the  Committee  of  Management,  must  be  lodged  with  the  Secretary 
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(who  shall  at  once  pay  it  over  to  the  Treasurer,)  when  tlie  proposal  for  election  is 
approved   (or  the  name   will   not  be  included  in  the  ballot 'list.)     Sl^uM   the
